There was 
a lime when if seemed probable the 
question would not he asked again, 
in 1904 when, after the most notable 
convention contest in the history of 
the state, Illinois went republican by 
»MlMHWt <To;'frtii®.v ¡t!>*0e«ifM' improb­ 
able,that «0 Jarc.o n plurality should 
ever he oven ome. 
But many things have happened, 


and the 2 to 1 republican vote has 
dwindled until the majority has al­ 
most disappeared and with the 1912 
campaign a few months away demo­ 
crats are claiming the state and many 
republicans admit that the outlook 
has not been so unfavorable for 20 
years. 


It would not be difficult to offer an 
explanation for the situation. In Illi­ 
nois the factional fights have gone on 
for several years and have much to 
do with the matter. Few party lead­ 
ers command the respect and confi­ 
dence of a majority of the rank and 
file of the party. Thousands are read} 
to break away from their party be­ 
cause they want a change. Others ap 
pear indifferent, not caring whether 
the state goes democratic or republi­ 
can. 
The trouble, however, is not pecu­ 
liar to Illinois. Practically the same 
situation Is found in other state« be­ 
fore rated as republican. And It is no 
mere hobgoblin that ap(tears in the 
1912 horizon, else we should 
not 


now have in Washington 
a demo­ 
cratic house of representatives, (»re­
